Library of Congress Obtains 
Unfinished 15-Page

WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—The 
unpublished beginning of an auto- 
biography of James Madison, which 
the author did not finish because 
he found the task too onerous, 
has come into the possession of the 
Library of Congress. 

The 15-page work of the fourth 
President, painstakingly penned by 
his secretary and annotated by the 
hand of his wife, Dolly Madison, 
came to the library through an 
auction, 

Madison, friend of Jefferson, laid 
bitter blame on his own “indiscreet 
experiment of the minimum of 
sleep and maximum of effort” to 
complete two years of college in 
one for the ill health which pre- 
vented his participating as a sol- 
dier in the Revolutionary War. 

Popular love of “spirituous 
liquors” he held responsible for 
the only political defeat he suf- 
fered in his long public career— 
for the Virginia Legislature in 
1771. Before the revolution, Madi- 
son said, it had been “the usage 
for the candidates to recommend 
themselves to the voters, not only 
by personal Solicitation but by the 


liquors and other treats having a 
like tendency.” 

Madison said he regarded this. 
practice as “inconsistent with the 
purity of republican principles’ 
and therefore the election went 
against him.” 

He paig tribute to his wife as 
having “added every happiness to 
his life which female merit could 
impart.”

NO DIRECT PLEA

Prosecutor Asserts Defend- 
ant Killed Wife Hoping 
to Wed Stenographer— 
Summary of Testimony.

KANSAS CITY, Kan., Dec. 20.— 
The case of Maj. Charles A. Shep- 
ard, army medical officer charged 
with the murder of his second wife, 
was given to a Federal Court jury 
late today. 

The jurors retired to deliberate 
at 2:58 p. m., after being charged 
by Judge Richard J. Hopkins, 
They retired for the night at 
10:03 p. m. Judge Hobkins said 
he would accept a verdict tomor- 
row if the jurors were ready to re- 
port by that time. ’ 

They were instructed that three 


verdicts could be returned: Acqult- 
tal; conviction of-first degree mur- 
der without recommendation, 
which means death, and conviction 
without capital punishment, 

District Attorney Brewster, in 
matiing the prosecution's final plea, 
declared that the 69-year-old Shep- 
ard had “put away” his wife with 
bichloride of mercury because she 
stood in the way of his love for 
Miss Grace Brandon, 24-year-old 
stenographer of San Antonio, Tex., 
who was a Government witness in 
the trial. Brewster did not direct- 
ly demand the death penalty. Mrs. 
Shepard, 34 years old, died June 16, 
1929, at Fort Riley, Kan. 

Harry 8S. Class of Denver, chief 
ot defense counsel, told the jury 
that Shepard had been “crucified” 
by the Government in what he, 
termed a trumped-up case of cir- 
cumstantial evidence. He asked 
the jurors not to “guess away a 
man’s life, but to send Shepard free 
to finish his days in restoring the 
wrecks of the war.” 

Charges and Replies. 
To the Government's accusation 
that Maj. Shepard poisoned his 
wife, the defense asserted it did 
not know the reason for her death, 
leaving the jury its choice of nat- 
ural causes, acute alcoholism, acci- 
dental poisoning or suicide. 
To the charge that Shepard 
sought to be free to marry Miss 
Brandon, the defense replied Shep- 
ard had adequate grounds for di- 


his wife.

Shepard and Miss Brandon were 
secretly engaged in the fall of 1928 
and openly engaged a month after 
Mrs. Shepard’s death. The defense 
replied that Shepard did not be-

Senator Howell, Norris’ Repub- 
lican colleague from Nebraska, 
hotly called upon the National 
Committee to demand Lucas’ resig- 
nation, and when Senator Glenn 
(Rep.), Illinois, attempted to de- 
fend Lucas’ conduct on the ground 
that Senator Norris is “not a good 
Republican,” Norris replied in one 
of the most eloquent and impas- 
sioned addresses that the Senate 
has heard in many years. 
In the meantime, Senator Fess 
of Ohio, Republican National 
Chairman, was declining to appear 
before the Senate Campaign Funds 
Investigating Committee, on the 
ground that he knew nothing of 
Lucas’ actions, and declared, in re- 
sponse to questions, that he in- 
tended to take no action on them. 
Norris Defies Party Discipline. 
Norris’ speech literally held the 
chamber spellbound for nearly an 
hour. Striding back and forth like 
an angry lion, the white-haired 
Nebraskan told his colleagues that 
his ‘bad Reptblicanism’ had con- 
sisted in attacking wrongdoing in 
his own party, as well as in the 
opposition party, and in standing 
by his own convictions regardless 
of party discipline. 
“Do not talk to me about ‘good 

men,” he shouted. “The 

people are tired of such men. 
They are tired of men who. will 
cover up crime and debauchery in 
their own party, and-expose it only 
whens they find it in the other 
party, I want to purify my party.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—After 
a torrent of oratory that spilied 
over into a night session, the Sen- 
ate today wound up the task of 
passing on the President's appoint- 
ments to the reorganized Federal 
Power Commission. The decision 
in each case was favorable. 

Under consideration were the 
names of Frank R. McNinch of 
North Carolina, George Otis Smith 

‘of Maine and Marcel Garsayd of 
louisiana. Tle two other nomi- 
nees, Claude L. Draper of Wyom- 
ing and Ralph B. Williamson of 
the State of Washington, were con- 
firtned yesterday, 

Smith, who 1s to be the chair- 
man of the commission under a 
five-year appointment, was con- 
firmed late in the afternoon by a 
vote of 38 to 22, after a fight 
against him by Senator Dill 
(Dem.), Washfitrgton. © 

Later, McNinch was confirmed 
by a vote of 47 to 11. All the Pro- 
gressive Republicans except Frazier 
of North Dakota voted for him. 

Action on the nominations was 
completed by the confirmation of 
Garsaud. The vote was 42 to 14, 
with nine Progressive Republicans 
opposing the appointment. 

Dill Opposes Smith. 

Dill said that no problem before 
the American people today was 
more important of the proper dis- 
position of the power resources of 
the country. It was essential, he 
said that the members of the Pow- 
er Commission should be men be- 
yond any suspicion of subservi- 
ence to the power trust, 

“The: decisions of this board in 
the granting of. permits and the 
fixing of rate bases,” said Dill, 
“will affect the entire future policy 

of the country toward water pow- 
er” Dill clfarged that the testimony 
of Smith before the Senate's Inter- 
state Commerce Committee, which 
inquired into the qualifications of 
the five appointees, disclosed him 
as a man with a strong prejudice 
‘against municipal ownership of 
power plants. This attitude, said 
Dill, disqualified Smith as the ad- 
ministrator of a law giving prefer- 
ential right to municipalities ap- 
plying for power sites. 

“Every opinion that this map 
has expressed on the subject,” Dill 
continued, “is in harmony with the 
vieys of the power octopus. If 
he is made chairman of the com- 
miagsion, I don’t expect him to give 
the public anything that he is not 
required under the law to give. 
Whenever possible, he will resolve 
the doubt in favor of private as 
against public interests.” 


most effective regulation of private 
power rates is furnished rot by 
state regulatory bodies but by the 
competition of publicly owned 
plants. ‘ 

Senator Cutting (Rep.), of New 
Mexico at this stage precipitated a 
discussion of the fight waged by 
the power interests against Senator 
Norris of Nebraska. At the con- 
clusion of the stormy interlude, 
which is reported elsewhere in this 
issue, a vote was taken on Smith 
and he was confirmed.. 

Hawes Assaiis McNinch. 

Senator Hawes (Dem.) of Mis- 
souri opened the fight against Mc- 
Ninch, nominated for a four-year 
term, by citing McNinch's testi- 
mony that he had managed the 
anti-Smith campaign in North 
Carolina in 1928 and had voted 
against the Democratic nominee for 
Congress in 1930. 

MeNinch’s appointment, Hawes 
contended, was a violation of the 
spirit of the law creating the new 
commission. 

“We have approved the nomina- 
tion of the three Republicans ap- 
pointed to the commission,” said 
Hawes, “and we'are now asked to 
confirm another appointee who is 
neither a regular Democrat nor a 
Republican. ,

‘ New Senator Backs McNinch. 

The debate was embroidered 
with an oration in the traditional 
Scuthern style by the newly ap- 
pointed Senator from North Caro- 
lina, Cameron Morrison. Morrison 
said that, while it was a fact that 
MeNinch had no connection- with 
the Duke Power Co., he would not 
be besmirched if he had. The Sen- 
ator declared there was no organ- 
ization in the world doing a nobler 
work for humanity than the Duke 
Power Co. He told in glowing 
terms of the work of the Duke 
Foundation in building up Duke 
University, in caring for superan- 
nuated Methodist ministers, and in 
other charitable fields. It mattered 
not, he said, that the late founder 
of the Duke enterprises may have 
acquired his wealth by ruthless 
niethods; the fact.remained that 
the manner in which he disposed of 
his money had earned him the 
gratitude of every man, woman 
and child in North Carolina. 

Morrison said that McNinch was 
a man of the highest integrity. “I 
fought him politically all over the 
State of North Carolina,” he said, 
“and our sweet personal relations 
were almost broken, but I say that 
he’s an honest man.” 

Barkley,.a progressive Democrat 
from Kentucky, said he was not 
enthusiastic over MeNinch any 
more than he was enthusiastic over 
the other Power Commission ap- 
pointees, but he believed that all 
efforts to connect McNinch with 
the power industry had collapsed. 
He said that as Mayor of Charlotte, 
McNinch had fought the efforts of 
public utility companies to increase 
gas, electric light and telephone 
rates, 

Glass Opposes Political Rewards. 

Glass (Dem.), Virginia, on the 
other side, observed that he has 
heard no good reason why Mc- 
Ninch should be confirmed. The 
appointment, he charged, was po- 
litically inspired. 

“Who will say,” asked Glass. 
“that MeNinch would have been 
appointed if he had voted the 
Democratic ticket in 1928. I am 
opposed to punishments or rewards 
for party defections.” ‘ 

Wheeler, remarked that if Mc- 
Ninch were rejected it Was not 
likely than any better man would 
be nominated, 

“That's what was said about 
Judge Parker of North Carolina,” 
retorted McKellar (Dem.), Tennes- 
see, “and we got a good man.” 

It was clear from the vote on 

cNinch that the opposition had 
been flattened out by the favorable 
impression he had made on Wheel- 
er and other Progressive members 
of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mittee. 

The last nomination to be con- 
firmed was that of Marcel Garsaud, 
a Louisiana Democrat, who was 
appointed for a two-year term. 

Wheeler fought the nomination

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“American Buddha's” -. Heart 
Broken, Poona (India) 
Coroner Decides. 
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By the Associated Prees. 
POONA, India, Dec. 20.—A Cor- 


oner’s inquest today laid bare the. 


strange story of an American who 
had so steeped himself into the 
mysteries of occult healing that he 
died of a broken heart over the 
loss of a pair of spectacles through 
which he believed himself capable 
of seeing and curing the ills of 
others. 

Beyond that the authorities were, 
unable to go. On his deathbed a 
week ago James Brandon, de- 
scribed as a former resident of 
Nashville, Tenn., requested that his 
bedy be burned on a pyre of sacred 
sandalwood and his ashes given to 
his Hindu friends. He left no oth- 
er message. 

Brandon died in the squalid cave 
in which he lived and practiced 
asceticism, occultism and mystic 
healing. Since coming to India 
15 years ago he had amassed a 
fortune by treating the sick, lame, 
halt. and blind with herbs, potions 
and prayers. 

It was testified at the inquest 
that on his deathbed he complained 
he had lost his occult power be- 
cause his “God-given spectacles” 
‘had been stolen. Witnesses ex- 
plained that a short time ago some 
Poona youths as a practical joke 
raided Brandon's abode, stealing 
all his property, including the spec- 
tacles. 
“Through the spectacles I was 
able to see God,” Brandon was said 
to have told others as he lay dying. 
“and through the spectacles God 
allowed me to see the causes of my 
patients’ diseases and showed, me 
how to cure them. Now, without 
them, I-am helpless even to heal 
my own malady or to save myself 
from death.” 

The Coroner réturned a verdict 
that Brandon “died of a broken 
heart, superinduced by a belief 
that God had deprived him of the 
divine pewer of healing.” 
Although Brandon later offered 
a reward of 5000 rupees (nearly 
$2000) for the return of the spec- 
tacles, they were never returned. 
His Hindu friends.assert the 
American recluse achieved many 
cures. Sufferers of all faiths came 
to him from many parts of India 
and he became known as the 
“American Buddha.” 


Police, attempting to find a 
claimant among his relatives. for 
the large bank account he left, 
found themselves baffled. There 
are indications that Brandon was 
not the man’s real name, but a 
fictitious one he adopted years ago. 
Police’ learned that every month 
Brandon sent a remittance which 
ran as high as 5000 rupees to a 
Mrs. Harnup, wffose first name and 
address the authorities were un- 
able to learn.

Mrs. Antoinette Abrams’

Mrs. Antoinette Abrams, divorcee 
and férmer nurse, who killed the 
man with whom she lived two 
years ago and shot another man 


early yesterday, is at liberty under 
$1500 bond to answer any charge 
which may be made against her as 
the result of the wounding of Rob- 
ert Groom, 30-year-old salesman, 
in her apartment at 4320 West Pine 
boulevard. 

Groom, in serious condition at 
city hospital with four bullet 
wounds in the back and chest, 
has indicated he will not prosecute, 
professing to believe Mrs. Abrams 
mistook him for a burglar.

murder, accepting her plea that 
Jenkins was choking her and strik- 
ing her with a mirror when she 
picked up a pistol and fired. 

Says Groom Threatened Her. 

She told police yesterday that she 
shot Groom in self-defense after 
he threatened her with a knife 
during a quarrel, He was chasing 
her about the apartment, she said, 
when she reached the bedroom and 
got a .32 caliber pistol which she 
emptied at him. 

Using the name of Mrs. Antoin- 
ette Kirney, she concealed her past 
trouble and denied her identity 
when reporters and photographers 
recognized her at Newstead Ave- 
nue Police Station before she Was 
released under bond.

CHIEF ALT ISSUES WARNING 
ON CHRISTMAS. FIRE HAZARDS 


Says Tree Should Be on Solid Base, 
Fastened Near Top and Set, 
in Pan of Water. 

A warning about fire hazards in 
Christmas decorations and a fré- 
quest to merchants to take spe- 
cial precautions against fire during 
the Christmas shopping season was 
issued by Fire Chief Alt yesterday. 
As to Christmas trees and kindred 
things he said: 

“Fasten the tree securely, not 
only to a substantial base, but near 
the top, and keep it away from 
heating devices. It should be 
taken down before it becomes so 
dry it is a fire menace, If get in 
water, it will remain green. longer 
and be less combustible. Care 
should be observed with smoking 
materials in the room where the/ 
tree amd wrapped gifts are locate’ 
Try to avoid a crowded condition 
of furniture, gifts, toys and people 
in one room. Do not use candles 
or Ornaments of paper, celluloid or 
other combustible materials. 

“If electric lights are used, all 
connections should be soldered and 
property insulated. Never pull 
electric light plugs from the socket’ 
by the cord. Do not let children 
meddle with lights or ornaments. 
Do not give toys which require the 
use of alcohol, naphtha, kerosene 
or gasoline to heat or to operate. 
|The power for all lighted decora- 
tions should be disconnected when 
leaving the house or upon retiring. 
Hearth fires should also be bcceet: 
oughly extinguished. —

We have too much of everything. The public's 
consuming power has been suffocated by abundance. 
There are, ofcourse, exceptions. A notable exception, 
to which reference has previously been made, is the 
Procter & Gamble Co. of Cincinnati. That’ com- 
pany guarantees its employes 48 weeks of work a 
year. It has been able to do this by calculating the 
amount of its product which would be consumed dur- 
ing a year and regulating its production accordingly. 
Such an accurate forecast of its market may not be 
practicable ig every industry. But something approx- 
imating that policy must be practicable for industry 
as a whole. Certainly, the bigger-than-ever complex 
which has seized industry in the quantity production 
era, and is one of the major causes of the present 
depression, will have to yield to more intelligent ad- 
ministration. 

The formula proposed by Chadbourne to the sugar 
people is balanced production—productton regulated 
to the public’s consuming capacity and requirements. 
It is an easily prescribed cure, but obviously difficult 
to put and keep in operation. The task, however, 
may not be shirked because of its difficulty. It is 
unanimously agreed, for instance, that our present 
civiligation cannot survive another world war. By 
the same logic it may fairly be asked, how many‘ 
more world depressions can the present economic or- 
der survive?

It is unfortunate that 
their zeal in this worthy cause now has carried them 
to attempt encroachment on individual rights.

ASSOCIATION PROTESTS 


“ & protest against the Shipstead 
anti-injunction bill now pending 
before the United States Senate was 
sent to the two Missouri Senators,

tion of rights now enjoyed by the 
citizens of this country and _ to, 
which enjoyment they*areé entitled.” 

“It is the firm conviction of the 
Board of Directors,” the protest 
continues, “that vested property 
rights should .be protected and that 
no change should be made in either 
substantive law or procedural law 
that will depfive any individual of 
the protection now afforded, to him 
either by law or by equity.

There were many other trans- 
actions and much additional fi- 
nancing.

The Union Pacific 
acquired 103,431 shares and the 
Rock Island 191,900.

Chevrolet ‘Six’ 
Priced Lower 


Tisai Pour’ 


How automobile prices are re- 
ceding in the face of constantly 
improving quality is illustrated by 
a comparison of pricés.of the new 
1931 Chevrolet six with prices in 
1928 when the four-cylinder car 


was being built. 


Following the extensive reduc- 
tidns at the time the 1931 line was 
announced, the six today ranges 


from $476 to $650 for the nine dif- 
ferent passenger models, while the 
four-cylinder car at the time of the 
change from a four to a six ranged 
from $495 up, to $715 for seven 
body types. In other words,.the 
sixth with its two extra cylinders 
is priced lower throughout the line 
—except for the phaeton, which is 
built primarily for the overseas 
market—than was the smaller, less 
economical and less refined car. 
- A model-by-model price com- 
parison reveals that every model 
popular in the domestic market is 
at least $20 lower today than was 
the corresponding four-cylinder 
model, and that the price differ- 
ential varies as much as $120 in 
favor of the new 1931 sport coupe 
which replaced the old four-cylin- 
der sport cabriolet in the 1928 line.

BUILDING DECLINE LESS 
PRONOUNCED IN NOVEMBER 


Although the falling-off in pro- 
posed building and construction ac- 
tivities which was noted through 
out the United States during Octo- 
ber continued through the month 
of November, the declines were 
less pronounted than during the 
preceding month, according to of- 
ficjal reports’ of building permits 
issues In 587 leading cities and 
towns and tabulated by 8S. W. 
Straus & Co. 

Building permits totaling $131,- 
871,694 were issued during Novem- 
ber, compared with a total of 
$150,751,374 in October. This re 
resents a loss of 13 per cent. 7 
normal years a deciine of sep, Sete 
per cent may be expected. cto- 
ber had shown a loss of 10 per 
cent from September ~ contrasted 
with a normal expectancy of a & 
per cent increase. 

During November, 1929, permits 
issued were $194,289,502, Novem- 
ber, 1930, thus showed a loss of 32 
per cent from the same month of 
the previous year. October, 1930, 
had declined 40 per cent from Oc- 
tober, 1929. 

The 25 cities reporting the 
largest volume of building permits 
for November showed an increase 
of 8 per cent above October. As 
@ group, the 25 cities declined 22 
per cent from November, 1929, and 
40 per cent from the same month 
in 1928. 

Thirteen of the cities showed in- 
dividual gains over October. New 
YorR filed plans amounting to 
$41,667,765 during November com- 
pared with $26,406,153 in October, 
The other 12 cities showing gains 
were Seattle, Newark, Baltimore, 
Springfield, Mass., Cambridge, 
Mass., Dearborn, Mich., Pittsburg, 
Portland, Ore., St. Louis, Syracuse, 
Dallas and Davenport, Ia. 


Fourteen cities---Seattle, Cleve- 


land, Springfield, Mass.; Cincinnatl 
Cambridge, Mass.; Washington, D 
C.; Dearborn, Mich.; Oklahoma 
City, Houston, Boston, Portland, 
Ore.; Syracuse, Dallas and Daven- 
port, Ia.—went ahead of November, 
1939. Seattle, Springfield, Mass.; 
Cambridge, Mass.; Dearborn, Mich.; 
Oklahoma City, Pittsburg, Portland, 
Ore.; Syracuse, Dallas and Daven- 
port, Ia., showed gains over Novem- 
ber, 1928. 

The Straus index of building per- 
mite was 38.0 for November, as 
compared with 45.3 for October and 
56.0 for November, 1929. The in- 
dex hd& thus reached the lowest 
point of any month this year. The 
index, after adjustments for sea- 
sonal variation, is still 16.8 per cent 
below the general] trend, which has 
been persistently downward since 
the middle of 1926.

Because of the city’s central lo- 
cation, St. Louis manufacturers 
and distributors are In an unusually 
favorable. position to distribute ad- 
vantageousiy by parcel post, ex- 
press or freight. or to’ trankact 
their business by telephone, tele- 
graph or mail. The application of 
mileage rates to transportation in 
whatever form, the Bureau em- 
phasizes, has been more favorable 
to St. Louis than to any other large 
city. Its surrounding territory 
forms a complete circle, unbroken 
by natural barriers or uninhabited 


areas of most of the other large 
American cities. 


enables its manufacturers to main- 
tain a close contact with distrib- 
utors in all sections of the coun- 
try. The accessibility of this 
market brings a large number of 
buyers to St. Lanis from all points 
of the compass.

‘Machinery Gives City Prominence As a 
Big Production Center. : 


It is not generally known, ac- 
cording to P. F. Cook, that &t. 
Louis, through the production of 
modern machinery, plays a most 
important part’ in the industrial 
economy of the world. 

“The tremendbdus output of St 
Louis machine shops, factories, 
boiler and sheet iron works,” said 
Mr. Cook, “embraces almost every 
kind and character of mechanical 
equipment necessary in the great 
industrial establishments of the 
world. Not only dees St. Louis 
made machinery produce finished 
articles in foreign factories, but 
foreign agriculture depends upon 
St. Louis made implements to 
lighten its labors. For example, in 


that ships regularly to dozens of 
foreign ports hundreds of hay 
presses. All over France this St. 
Louis made hay press can be found, 
A 8t. Louis manufacturer of thresh- 
ing machinery has, customers as 
far away as Australia, 

“Hundreds of immensely pow- 
ered steam engines made in &t. 
Louis are shipped to the countries 
in the Baltic zone. These engines 
are particularly popular in the 


great ficiring mill and factories in 
centers such as Viadivostok, Odes- 
sa and Moscow, Russia. 

“The monster flywheels of thou- 
sands of industries in ali parts of 
Europe are given their power 
through the agency of St. Louis- 
made leather belts. Less than a 
mile from the retail district of St. 
Louis these belts, starting in the 
rawhide stage, are finally finished, 
carefully wrapped in burlap aud 
bound with metal to stand the long 
journey to foreign lands. The re- 
mote destinations of these belts in- 
clude Bombay, India; Chemnitz, 
Saxony; Manchester, England. Jo- 
hannesburg, South Africa: Tokio, 
Japan; Amsterdam, Holland: Cai- 
ro, Egypt, and Burmah, India. 

It was recalled by Mr. Cook that 
St. Louis inventors were responsible 
for the development of a number 
of universally used mechanical de- 
vices. Among them is a well-known 
adding machine, a popular roller- 
bearing, and an ingeniously con- 
structed pulley. 

“By actual count,” said Mr. Cook, 
“there are 440 establishments in St. 
Louis making or selling castings, 
machinery and tools. The annual 
sales of the products amount to 
Many millions of dollars. In the 
production, employment is given 
to thousands of skilled mechanics 
and ordinary laborers. A number 
of artisans in St. Louis have inter- 
national fame for their skill in 
producing special tools and equip- 
ment. 

“From some of these 440 estab- 
lishments regular shipments are 
made to all parts of the habitable 
globe. Among the products are 
machinery for baking, book-bind- 
ing, boring, bottling, brick making, 
compressing, corrugating, crushing, 
drilling, dry cleaning, elevating, 
flour milling, glass making, grind- 
ing, hat and ice making, laundries, 
mixing materials, plating, pulveriz- 


ing, pumping, quarrying, reveting,

LARGEST SCHOOL ENROLLMENT 


St. Louis Schools Exceed All Pre- 
vious Records in Number of 
Students. 

Advance copies of the annual 
report of Superintendent of Schools 
Henry J. Gerling, covering the 
school year of 1929-30, shows that 
there were 116,202 boys and giris 
enrolied in the St. Louis public 
schools. This is the largest enroll- 
ment in the history of St. Louis 
schools—exceeding the previous 


high year by 752 students. The re- 
port shows that there were more 
pupils attending high schools than 
ever before and a larger number to 
graduate from the four-year course. 

St. Louis has 154 public schools, 
embracing the elementary, the in- 
termediate or junior high, the 
senior high, the vocational, the 
continuation and the two training 
schools or teachers’ colleges... The 
number of public schools fn each 
group is shown in the following 
tabulation:

The public schools, two universi- 
ties, 19 colleges and a number of 
trade and technical schools, make 
St. Louis rank high as an educa- 
tional center.

HGH EFPRENTLABOR 


St. Louis Workers Rank High 
in Ability and Intelligence. 


Figures pertaining to the effi-. 
ciency of St. Louls factory workers 
on file at the Industrial Bureau 
tend to show that St. Louis labor 
is above the average in efficiency. 
The chief reason for this is said to 
be’ the intelligence, class and type 
of factory workers in this district. 
The city’s relatively low foreign- 
born population comes largely from 
the Northwestern and West-Central 
European races. Literacy and abil- 
ity to speak the English language 
are also an evidence of the supe- 
rior type of workers. The efficiency 
of workers in this district is also 
maintained by a relatively high 
standard of living. 

Leading manufacturers, the re- 
port shows, with f-ctcries here and 
at other Middle Western points, 
state that the gross annual turn- 
over of their factory workers in St. 
Louis is less in percentage than at 
other large points. One very large 
employer reports that practically 
all of his turnover is not over 25 
per cent. The factory survey shows 
that the turnover in St. Louis, due 
to quits and discharges, is compara- 
tively small and affects mostly a 
small percentage of the workers 
employed, a larger majority being 
the steady type.

for each selected player.

In the old 
days the fighters had ‘their spats 
in the ring, and ‘lood-red spats they 
were, too. Now they have their 
spats on their feet, but they’re no 
longer red.

Mauve, or yellow, just like 
the fighters. 

This is-the cream puff age of 
boxing. You gotta wear silk under- 
wear and use violet perfume when 
you go to a promoter to arrange 
an important fight.

If you’d walk up 
to one of these big babies in the 
street and sock him in the kisser, 
he’d actually bust out blubbering, 
so help me! 

There's no iron in ‘em any more. 
They don’t live right. They live too 
durned well. They don’t get a 
chance to harden up. No. great 
fighter can spring from a silken 
couch—unleéss the joint’s raided. 

But, seriously, what I’m driving 
at is that the crowd today is too 
soft. They haven't been reared in 
a tough enough school. I’d rather 
pick a bum off a freight than a 
star athlete from a big college to 
mould into a fighter.

observance of Christmas. Yule, or Jul, was the name the ancient 
Goths and Saxons applied to their festival of the*winter solstice. 
The early Scandinavians in celebrating the feast of Jul kindled 
huge bonfires in honor of their god Thor. Eventually, the prac- 
tice was borrowed by other peoples of Continental Europe and 
when the pagan festival of the winter solstice became identified 
with the Christian Christmas the Yule log was one of the acces: 
aories that came along with it. 

The English ceremony of bringing in the Yule log on Christ- 
mas Eve, which still has its local survivals, was full of picturesque 
detail. The log itself was massive. Frequently it was a rugged 
tree trunk or grotesquely marked root of an oak, and usually it 
was so large that it took the combined efforts of a whole Christ- 


mas patty to bring it in, It was chopped or sawed down in 


triumph and carried away with shouts and laughter, every way: 
farer doffing his hat as it passed. On its entrance into the ba- 
ronial hall the minstrels hailed it with a song and a great deal of 
ceremony. In the absence of minstrels, each meniber of the 


family or the party sat upon the log in turn and sang a Yule 


song. Meanwhile, “Yule doughs,” or cakes fashioned in the shape 
of the human figure, were eaten and washed down with spiced 
ale from the mighty wassail bowls. 

Before the burning, began, the log was used as a sort of center 
piece for various rough and tumble games, in one of which, 
called “Dun in the Mire,” the object of the revelers was to roll 
or drop the log on one another's toes. This done, the fire was 
kindled from a portion of the charred Yule block ‘saved care: 
fully from the preceding Christmas for this purpose. This prac: 


tice was traditional and instructions for its performance found 


their way into old English verse: 


“Kindle the Christmas brand, and then 
Till sunset let it burne; 

Which quencht, then lay # up agen, 
Till Christmas next returne. - 
Part must be kept, wherewith to teend 
The Christmas log next yeare; 
And where ‘tis safely kept, the fiend 

Can do no mischief there.” 


William S$. Walsh, in his “Curiosities of Popular Customs,” 
says that preservation of last years Christmas log was regarded 
as a security to the house against fire. It was also considered a 
protection against thieves and other evil doers. 

“We are further informed,” he states, “that it was regarded 
as a sign of very bad luck if a squinting person entered the hall 
when the log was burning, and a similarly evil omen was the

T MAY not have 
heen just the gal- 
lant thing to do, 
but Sir Arthur Ev- 
ans, noted Oxford 
archeologist, has 
been getting the 
low-down on the 
Cretan women of 


1500 RB. C. Of 
course, it. is all circumstantial evi- 
dence. There are no butlers or chain- 


ber maids left to testify as to what 
went on in those ancient Cretan pal- 
aces, and archeologists are not yet 
able to decipher the Cretan writings 
on the subject, if, indeed, the Cre- 
tans ever wrote about such matters. 
But digging in the ruins of ancient 
Knossos, Crete’s early capital and seat 
of culture, Sir Arthur has found things 
to indicate the ladies of the Minoan 
Age were no better than they should 
have been. They were pampered and 
lazy. They were gossipy and out- 
rageously flirtatious. They turned out 
in force for all the bullfights and occu- 
pied the front rows. Most of the time 
they didn’t pay much attention to 
what was going on in the ring, either. 
They told stories that shocked one an- 
cther and did a lot of furtive whis- 
pering. They ogled the men and were, 
generally speaking, very devilish. 


HE palace frescoes supply most 
of this. information about the 
Cretan ladies. They fall con- 
siderably short of telling all the mod- 
ern world would like to know, for 
only fragments have been found, but 
they tell enough to enable the sci- 
entists to put two and two together. 
After laboriously digging them out of 
the ruins, Dr. Evans has just as labori- 
ously described them in his bulky 
work, ‘“‘The Palace of Minos." He re- 
produces many of the fragments and 
pleces them together in such a manner 
as to give the reader rather more than 
a glimpse of life in ancient Knossos. 
Particularly rich in this respect is his 
third volume, just published by Mac- 
Millan & Company of London. 
Women, it appears, were in the 
ascendancy in ancient,Crete. They had 
more women’s rights than even Susan 
hk. Anthony would have hoped for in 
her most emancipated _ 
moments. The country’s 
social system was a verit- 
able matriarchy = and 
women were venerated 
almost.to the point of 
worship. The protective 
deities were nearly all 
xoddesses and even the 


boss of the nether re- 
vions who sent earth- 
quakes wask a woman, 


represented as a grim but 
well-dressed lady with 
serpents entwined around 
both arms. They called 
her the Snake Goddess. 
The Great Goddess, in 
whose honor dances and 
festivals were held, seems 
to have been Ariadne 
herself. 

With women playing 
such a dominant role in 
the life, thought and re- 
ligion of the land, it was 
natural enough for the 
Cretan artists to give 
them and their doings the 
lion’s share of representa- 
tion not only in the pal- 
ace frescoes, but also in 
other art works such as 
intaglios on ring set- 
tings, cups and clay seal- 


ings, They were repre- 
sented singly and in

ject for decorative purposes was a 
gathering of women assembled for 
some public festivity such as a bull- 
fight or religious observance. Although 
it is clear from the ‘‘crowd”’ scenes 
that male spectators were the most 
numerous at these affairs, the artist's 
aitention was always concentrated on 
the female figures. They were por- 
trayed in full form and with their styl- 
ish attire shown in great detail, while 
men were lucky to get even head and 
shoulders in the picture. Apparently 
men weren't permitted to sit in the 
ringside seats at all, but they did min- 
gle freely with the ladies at other 
times, as shown by mixed groups in 
conversation. 

From the modern point of view, the 
most astonishing thing about the Cre- 
tan women was not that they flirted 
and gossiped and got all the best seats 
around the arena. Modern virtuosity 
in these arts might indicate that they 
were practiced long before 1500 B. C. 
The real puzzle is how the Cretan 
women came so near guessing what 
the best-dressed women of 
the nineties were going to 
wear and beating them to 
it. Or is that what they 
did? Whether they did 
any forecasting or not, 
they did beat them by 
about 3600 years. Except 
for a difference in hair- 
dressing, a gallery of Cre- 
tan beauties as represent- 
ed by the frescoes might 
pass very well for a select 
female gathering of the 
Chicago world fair’s time. 

The hair, much frizzed 
and curled, was allowed 
to hang full length down 
the back, unlike the mode 
of the late nineties, when 
hair was puffed and made 
to cover a lot that nature 
didn't put there.

as though they must have known 
all about permanent waves even 
in that remote time. They had a 


bit more than the modern taste for 
jewelry and often wore diadems and 
plaited jewels in their hair. To judge 
from their gestures, much of their 
conversation was about gems and fash- 
ions. They were a vain crew, ap- 
parently, and some of the fresco faces 
brought to light after 40 centuries 
would indicate their vanity was not 
without some jystification. 

The so-called Temple Fresco, found 
on the walls of the basement of the 
King’s palace, is one of the most in- 
formative of the Cretan art works so 
far discovered. Sir Arthur devotes con- 
siderable space to it. There remain 
only fragments of it, but in its orig- 
inal state, he believes, in must have 
contained more than a thousand fig- 


ures and was probably executed by a 
number of collaborating artists. 

“The men,” he writes, “of whom 
only the busts are shown, with white 
collars around their necks, have curly 
hair, the locks of which fall down from 
their temples in front of their ears— 
like those of the women, and at times, 
like the latter, they wear a kind of 
band or diadem, 


OD son male heads of the upper 
row, however—as shown by 
the regularly smaller scale on 
which they are drawn—are probably, 
like the smafier figures on the com- 
panion fresco, intended to represent 
those of young boys, and these display 
the peculiar features 6f topknots with 
a curl in both directions.

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THE LOST EXPEDITION 


The 
wind is 
southerly but 
the temperature 
has fallen almost a 
degree below 32 F., 
and it is snowing 
slightly. Once more 
they encounter leads 
and pools of water on: 
ice, and hummocks. 

They warch by the 
side of a great chan- 
nel almost the entire 
day, but are obliged 
to undertake diffi- 
cult and dangerous 
ferryings across 
smaller fissures and 
leads. 

Andree notices 
that the water in a 
little pool is salt. The 
most difficult things 
today, however, are 
the hummocks. The 
sledges turn slowly 
and are strained to 
such a degree when 
they are drawn 
across these walls of 
piled-up ice blocks 
that fears for their 
durability are felt. 
Great pains are 
needed to drag these 
heavy sledges for- 
ward, although the 
weather is favorable 
and the snow on the 
ice firmer than the 
day before.

During the night heavy shocks are 
felt against the floe on which they are 
lying, in spite of the ice field being 
very large. 


H’ men in the tent awakened 
at about noon, but as it was 
raining they stayed within and 
slumbered, all three of them. Then 
they rose, and Strindberg cooked a 
little food: cocoa and condensed milk; 
in addition biscuits and sandwiches 
were taken. 

It was not until between 4 and 5 
p. m. that they were ready and start- 
ed. Now they employed a new meth- 
od of traveling amid the fog, through 
the wet snow, and across the bad 
country, and they tried to make their 
way onward by the side of the water 
channels on as smooth ice as possible. 
But they fared no better than that 
Nisse Strindberg ‘“‘fell in’ and was in 
imminent danger of drowning. He 
wrung out, dried and dressed in knick- 
erbockers. 

In spite of all this they are in good 
humor, and the three comrades keep 
up a really pleasant conversation the 
whole day. Andree speaks of the 
events of his life; how he entered the 
Patent Department, etc. The first Ross 
gull appears, and, in the lead, seals 
are frequent, although never observed 
in numbers together.

‘They are entirely auto- 
matic in their action and wholly in- 
dependent of the power plant which 
merely happens to be a convenient 
means of setting them in motion on 
the ground, In the air they haul the 
autogiro along exactly after the man-

In forward flight, of 
course, the autogiro’s wings are be- 
ing pulled through the air in addition 
to their rotary motion, and their lift is 
consequently increased by the faster 
rate at which they cut the medium 
that supports them. 


after a careful inspection of the 
‘“‘windmill’s” simple mechanism, is its 
utter dependency upon centrifugal 
force. The vanes of the rotor are not 
only so flexible and seemingly flimsy 
that they bend of their own weight 
when hanging idle, but they are hinged 
at their base by universal joints allow- 
ing them to move up and down and 
horizontally independent of each oth- 
er. This means that they are free to 
move straight up above the fuselage, 
just as a man can raise his arms, until 
they come together above his head, yet 
centrifugal force holds them out in a 
horizontal plane though a ton-and-a- 
half of airplane motor, fuselage and 
cargo may be suspended from their 
common base. People never fail to be 
amazed once this realization pene: 
trates.

Marsh brought three of the white 
children—Olo, Margaret and Chepu— 
back to the United States for scientific 
observation. Two he returned, keep- 
ing Chepu. He returned to Panama, 
taking a scientist with him to study 
the phenomenon in its natural setting.

religious life the Bodwells have played 
an important part. But for Harvard 
University the Bodwells have never 
been strong, because of the supposed 
liberalism of the great educational in- 
stitution.

E WAS born in Methuen, Mas- 
sachusetts, where the Bodwells 
built the first house in 1634.

Nevertheless, by hard 
work he obtained an education and 
took’ a Yale A. B. degree, as well as a 
Yale divinity degree. Although work- 
ing his way through college he found 
some time for athletics, and made 
quite a reputation as an oarsman. 
His stalwart figure, however, is not 
wholly traceable to rowing and gym- 
nastics at Yale. He put in some time 
on a ranch in Idaho digging wells and 
irrigation ditches and pitching alfalfa. 


He spent two years in Oklahoma, doing

a revolt against Panaman usurpation 
of their lands. Military forces of 
Panama had started a steady process 
of taking possession of certain of the 
Indian towns and lands for develop- 
ment by Negroid and Latin-Amer- 
ican elements. Under Marsh the Tule 
Indians in 1925 recaptured the towns 
and districts held by the Panamans. 
There resulted the treaty of Avenir 
(named from the island on which it- 
was signed) between the Indians and 
Panama, guaranteeing the Tule terri- 
tory of about 4,000,000 acres against 
invasion or encroachment and preserv- 
ing it against any concessions to com- 
mercial interests. The signing of the 
treaty was witnessed by a United 
States naval captain and the American 
Minister, the United States thereby 
assuming a sort of moral guardianship 
over the Indians. 

The revolution was successful, but 
Marsh had to seek asylum on board 
the U. 8S. S. Cleveland, for the Pan- 
amans held him responsible for the up- 
rising, a charge to which Marsh cheer- 
fully pleads guilty. Marsh returned to 
the United States on board the battle- 
ship, whereupon Panama issued a pres- 
idential decree of banishment, charg- 
ing him with arson, murder and incite- 
ment to revolution. Although Marsh 
is thus proclaimed an outlaw in Pan- 
ama, he doesn’t in the least mind 
that distinction so long as the peo- 
ple among whom he discovered the 
white Indians are allowed the freedom 
of their ancestral domains. For to 
Maresh the Tule Indians are nowhere 
in the world excelled in their qualities 
of “honesty, morality, loyalty and 
truthfulneas..”’
